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PKOCEDURES 



The Dade County PPBES staff sent a letter (see Api>endix A) to the 
Research Directors of each of the sixty-four largest school systems 
requesting a description of their testing programs. Seventy-seven 
percent of the systems responded. A listing of the respondi,ng 
systems is included also in Appendix A. 

The data was compiled by summating the number of times a particular 
test was used at each grade level. While this procedure does 
describe the relative usage of an instrument at a particular grade 
levely it does not of course reflect cumulatively the relative usage 
of the tests on an intra-system basis. Tests, which were developed 
locally and not identifiable in Tests in Print, were excluded. 



RESULTS

(achievement, aptitude and personal! ty/interest) and (2) grade 
level ( Element ajrj'' K-2, E3.ementary 3-6, liiddle, and Secondary). 
Each group is arranged with the most frequently used test first 
and other frequently used tests appearing in descending order. 
All tests reported as being used are listed alphabetically in 
Appendix B.
